My involvement with KRAB is complex and antique — 


going all the way back to 1964. Hearing KRAB is part of 
what I have always loved about Seattle; having access to 
the music archives when I became a volunteer changed my 
life and began my musical education.

I began listening to KRAB in 1970 when I first moved to 
Seattle. I have over the years been: a legal worker and 
Board member of the American Civil Liberties Union; for 
three years a researcher and advocate for women’s 
prisoners in Seattle’s County jail, developing pre-sentence 
reports recommending alternatives to incarceration; for 
the past 24 years I coordinated a Federal public education 
program the purpose of which was to inform women of the 
risks of alcohol use during pregnancy.
